Military 
Craft Hits 
On Takeoff 


‘Some Got Out Alive,’ 
Air Force Reports On 
West Coast Tragedy 


MOSES LAKE. Wash, ie — A 
huge military transfiprt plane with 
132 persons aboard crashed and 
burned on takeoff from Larson Air 
Force Base today. An Air Force 
spokesman said “some persons got 
out alive.” 
Further details were not immed­ 
iately available. 
The C124, biggest U. S. military 
plane in service, was destroyed by 
the gasoline-fed flames soon after 
the crash shortly before 6:30 a. rn. 
PST. 
Larson officials said the giant 
transport was on a “routine train­ 
ing flight” and was eastbound with 
hitch - hiking military passengers 
leading home on leave. 
The number of passengers wag 
not known at once. A Globemaster 
normally carries a crew of about 
a dozen. 
The spokesman said “some got 
out and some didn’t get out,” but 
he was unable to estimate the 
number of casualties at the mo­ 
ment. 
The C124, big as a five-room 
house and capable of carrying ag 
many as 
2 0 0 fully-equipped com­ 
bat troops, crashed off the runway 
just after it had become airborne 
from this Eastern Washington base. 
The cause wag not known. 
Gasoline spilled from ruptured 
wing tanks and flashed into flames. 
Firefighting and rescue crews rac­ 
ed to the scene but were unable 
to save those trapped in the wreck­ 
age.

OE A Program 
Asks More Cash 
Aid From State 
COLUMBUS, O. UFI — The Ohio 
Education Association wound up its 
31st annual convention today after 
adopting a legislative program ask­ 
ing the state for more financial 
help in school assistance. 
A 21-point program proposed to 
the 650 delegates by the OEA’s ex­ 
ecutive committee w a s rushed 
through with only minor changes. 
One proposal in the legislative 
program adopted earlier in the day 
is to ask the 100th General Assem­ 
bly to hike the state guaranteed 
minimum level from the present 
$125 to $150 per elementary pupil 
and from $150 to $180 per high 
school pupil. 
Another will urge legislators to 
raise the flat distribution to all 
pupils from $57 to $75 per ele­ 
mentary student and from $67 to 
$90 per high school student. 
An increase of 12 million dollars 
to aid new building construction, 
building rehabilitation and equip­ 
ment for distressed areas; an in­ 
crease of 6 Mi million in state aid 
for school bus purchases, and a 
raise in the starting and top salary 
limits under the state teachers 
minimum salary law are other 
major points urged in the program.

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Th e Best Bet In Politics 
Someone, apparently Dwight Eisenhower him­ 
self, has been using a sure hand on what could 
have been the ticklish problem of Sen. Taft’s 
majority leadership in the new Congress. 
There was no lack of people who wanted to 
make the problem ticklish—people who for one 
reason or another still get pleasure out of try­ 
ing to punish Taft for fighting the Republican 
cause when all seemed to be lost. 
It hasn’t dawned on them yet, and may never 
dawn on them that the man who became “Mis­ 
ter Republican” by sheer force of intelligence, 
energy and integrity saved the two-party system 
in American politics. 
It is a mysteiy to them how it would be 
possible for the member of Congress who did 
most to make the 1952 Republican victory worth 
winning to adjust himself to the leadership of 
a majority. 
They cannot imagine how Sen. Taft could 
cease to be the pacemaker for the opposition. 
They cannot imagine how he was able to stick 
by his convictions when so many of them were 
succumbing to the sweet lure of “me to.’’ 
Loyalty is a dimension of politics beyond their 
grasp. 
The best bet in politics is that Robert A. Taft 
—who has created a new dimension of politics 
in his time—is going to flabbergast his critics 
when he becomes majority leader in the Senate. 
They will not tire of trying to stir up trouble 
between the president-elect and the Ohioan. But 
they have underestimated both men. Dwight 
Eisenhower and Robert Taft respect each other. 
They are loyal to their party. 
They intend 
to put together and operate a government, not a 
political feud. 
This will be a novelty to the Washington 
feudists, but maybe they’ll get the hang of it 
after a while.

Two To Mak e A Deal 
Seventy top officials of steamship companies 
using New York harbor have named a com­ 
mittee to draft ideas for getting rid of water­ 
front racketeering. 
Why did officials of these companies which 
have been charging the cost of racketeering to 
the public wait this long to get their ideas in 
shape? 
The New York Crime Commission hearing is 
revealing the close connection between racke­ 
teers and politicians. It has not^evealed clearly 
so far, but has strongly suggested, the connec­ 
tion between business enterprise and the crooks 
who live on itt fringes. 
These people make their living by threaten­ 
ing to keep businessmen from making a profit. 
They flourish to the degree that businessmen 
play ball with them: there must be a con­ 
spiracy to make racketeering profitable. 
In ex actly the same wav. there can be no 
corru p tion of public officials without a con­ 
sp ira c y between bribe-takers and businessmen. 
The Senate Crime Committee under Kefauver 
touched lightly in its Detroit hearings on the 
curious compatibility between certain famous 
business enterprises and certain infamous hood­ 
lums. The New York Crime Commission has 
its work cut out for it. 
The public has been paying an enormous price 
for some ex tremely peculiar arrangements on 
the docks of the nation’s busiest harbor. Busi­ 
ness enterprise has some questions to answer. 


IN THIS COUNTRY, 
we 
are 
fortunate that no man is too great, 
no office so sacrosanct that a Con­ 
gressional committee might not un­ 
cover the actual facts of a situa­ 
tion if it is so minded. The Owen 
Lattimore indictment is a case in 
point. 
The Lattimore testimony before 
the 
McCarran 
committee con­ 
sumed 817 pages of printed rec­ 
ord. It was an amazing perform­ 
ance, often a violent denunciation 
of the committee and its processes. 
I cite one brilliant ex ample of the 
double skip, the ability to talk 
plentifully but not to answer the 
que.stion: 
“Sen. Ferguson—Might I ask a 
question there? Did you intend to 
influence the people in the State 
Department? 
“Mr. Lattimore — The program 
of the Institute of Pacific Rela­ 
tions was perfectly clear, senator. 
I was to make available on the 
market, the market of ideas, the 
most accurate information that it 
could assemble on the subject of 
the Far East, so that those who 
were interested could use that in­ 
formation as they themselves saw 
best. 
“The Chairman — Now. I would 
like to have you answer the q ues­ 
tion. 
“Sen. Ferguson — Answer my 
q uestion: Did you intend to in­ 
fluence the State Department? 
“Mr. Lattimore — We intended 
to contribute to the general fund 
of knowledge about the Far East. 
Any question of .a particular intent 
to interest the State Department as 
a policy-making organ of the 
government was, to the ex tent of 
my 
knowledge, 
never dreamed 
of.” 


THE 
MCCARRAN 
committee 
established that it was the purpose 
and activity of the Institute of 


Pacific Relations to influence the 
Far Eastern policy of the State 
Department and its implementa­ 
tion. 
Owen Lattimore was editor of 
“Pacific Affairs.” the principal 
publication of the I.P.R. Together 
with E. C. Carter. Frederick Van­ 
derbilt Field and, for a period, 
Joseph Barnes, he was a power­ 
ful figure in this international or­ 
ganization. 
Lattimore’s bravado broke down 
after E. C. Carter's barn at Lee. 
Massachusetts, was raided and the 
files found were taken to Washing­ 
ton. Those files contained thou­ 
sands of documents, some of con­ 
siderable significance in the de­ 
velopment of the great American 
tragedy, our China policy. 
Until these files were ex amined, 
little confirmatory evidence 
was 
available to show the ex tent of 
the I.P.R.’s activities. The 
files 
disclosed the entire story. 
No one has denied the authentic­ 
ity of these files or of any docu­ 
ment taken from them, and no 
one could, because the files con­ 
tained original documents, some 
typewritten, 
some 
in longhand, 
some with marginal notes. 


AT ONE POINT, Lattimore said, 
“ Am I a citizen of America, or a 
subject of Czechoslovakia or Fran­ 
co Spain? Am I ex pected to run 
around snooping on 
my 
fellow 
citizens?” 
“Sen. O’Conor . . . That state- 
ment is entirely unnecessary. The 
q uestion of Sen. Ferguson did not 
call for any such outburst as that. 
Now, will you kindly confine your­ 
self to the question that is asked, 
and I think if it is answered in the 
same manner in which the q ues­ 
tion is asked, there will be no 
difficulty.” 
This sort of thing went on for 
days. In spite of an obvious effort 
to confuse the committee, Latti­ 
more contradicted himself. It is 
on the basis of these contradic­ 
tions, carefully culled from 
the 
record, that the McCarran com­ 
mittee cited Owen Lattimore to the 
attorney general for perjury. 
Attorney

put a staff to work on the record,

I contradictions, the ones which in 
the view of the government’s law­ 
yer were not lapses of memory, 
but deliberate falsehoods, 
were 
placed before the Federal Grand 
I Jury in Washington for an indict- 


I ment. That Grand Jury heard a 
! number of witnesses and voted the 
indictment unanimously. 
That does not establish 
Owen 
Lattimore’s guilt. It merely gives 
him his day in court where he 
I may, 
if he can, disprove the 
i charges. However, a case such as 
this, if properly handled in the 
courts, can open many doors which 
are now closed.

Too many people doing too many 
things is the disease that ruins governments 
and saps the strength of the civilizations which 
support them. 
Once the bureaucratic parasites fasten them­ 
selves on the people whose efforts feed them, 
they always can prove they need more to eat. 
But that is never the basic question. 
The basic q uestion is whether or not they 
deserve to be fed. Are they necessary? 
Secretary SawA’er and his group says they 
should be lopped off ruthlessly in Europe. Pos­ 
sibly there is a moral in his recommendation. 
He may be recommending obliquely to an in­ 
coming administration that “too many people 
doing too many things” could be lopped off in 
Washington. 
There is no other way to do it.

9,500,000 AFL members is the real 
clue to what is going to happen 
with labor under Eisenhower. 
* First off, it should be reported 
that the hour conference between 
Taft, Meany, Tom Shroyer (labor 
adviser to the senator for the past 
six years and now a Washington 
attorney) and AFL counsel Albert 
Woll was very friendly indeed.

This is a tale of tragedy that 
mothers and fathers of boys who 
are risking their lives in Korea will 
not be happy to read — and yet it 
may be one of the things that will 
cause the Eisenhower administra­ 
tion to consider seriously the wis­ 
dom of a naval blockade to help 
bring peace in the Far East. 
Red China needs rubber for tires 
to be used on trucks and motor 
vehicles of all kinds and on aif- 
plane wheels. These are essential 
for war operations against Ameri­ 
can boys and the soldiers of other 
United Nations battalions. 
Rubber has been embargoed, so 
Red China can’t get it from most 
of the producing 
areas 
of the 
world. 
But Ceylon is now ex porting rub­ 
ber to Red China in ever-increas­ 
ing q uantities. Whereas Red China 
didn’t buy much rubber in 1950, 
the figures show that it stepped 
up its purchases from Ceylon in 
1951 and now

trebled the 1951 purchases. 
Naturally the American govern­ 
ment didn’t like it and began mak­ 
ing representations 
about it to 
Ceylon, which is a British dom­ 
inion.

How can the United States put 
an end to the violations of the 
spirit as well as the letter of the 
embargo against the Communist 
forces in Korea and their sup­ 
pliers — Soviet Russia? To get 
from Ceylon, for instance, to Red 
China ports. Communist vessels 
are used. In any other war a block­ 


ade would be established to search 
and seize vessels carrying contra­ 
band cargoes. 
High American officials have re­ 
fused to impose such a blockade 
because, as one man phrases it, 
this would be “an act of war.” 
Yet the Korea operation is bigger 
than most wars in American his­ 
tory. In fact, the casualties are 
beginning to compare already with 
American losses in World War I. 
By detaining vessels in the wa­ 
ters of the Indian Ocean and in 
the South China Sea, our blcKkad- 
ing navy could order the ships to 
turn back to their ports of origin. 
Blockades are customary in war­ 
time but in the Korean War, while 
it has become customary to kill

Someone, apparently Dwight Eisenhower him­ 
self, has been using a sure hand on what could 
have been the ticklish problem of Sen. Taft’s 
majority leadership in the new Congress.

It hasn’t dawned on them yet, and may never 
dawn on them that the man who became “Mis­ 
ter Republican” by sheer force of intelligence, 
energy and integrity saved the two-party system 
in American politics. 
It is a mystery to them how it would be 
possible for the member of Congress who did 
most to make the 1952 Republican victory worth 
winning to adjust himself to the leadership of 
a majority. 
They cannot imagine how Sen. Taft could 
cease to be the pacemaker for the opposition. 
They cannot imagine how he was able to stick 
by his convictions when so many of them were 
succumbing to the sweet lure of “me to.” 
Loyalty is a dimension of politics beyond their 
grasp. 
The best bet in politics is that Robert A. Taft 
—who has created a new dimension of politics 
in his time—is going to flabbergast his critics 
when he becomes majority leader in the Senate. 
They w-ill not tire of trying to stir up trouble 
between the president-elect and the Ohioan. But 
they have underestimated both men. Dwight 
Eisenhower and Robert Taft respect each other. 
They are loyal to their party’. 
They intend 
to put together and operate a government, not a 
political feud. 
This will be a novelty to the Washington 
feudists, but maybe they’ll get the hang of it 
after a while. 


Two To Make A Deal 


Seventy top officials of steamship companies 
using New York harbor have named a com­ 
mittee to draft ideas for getting rid of water­ 
front racketeering. 
Why did officials of these companies which 
have been charging the cost of racketeering to 
the public wait this long to get their ideas in 
shape? 
The New York Crime Commission hearing is 
revealing the close connection between racke­ 
teers and politicians. It has not revealed clearly 
so far. but has strongly suggested, the connec­ 
tion between business enterprise and the crooks 
who live on it* fringes. 
These people make their living by threaten­ 
ing to keep businessmen from making a profit. 
They flourish to the degree that businessmen 
play ball with them: there must be a con­ 
spiracy to make racketeering profitable. 
In exactly the same wav, there can be no 
corruption of public officials without a con­ 
spiracy between bribe-takers and businessmen. 
The Senate Crime Committee under Kefauver 
touched lightly in its Detroit hearings on the 
curious compatibility between certain famous 
business enterprises and certain infamous hood­ 
lums. The New York Crime Commission has 
its work cut out for it. 
The public has been paying an enormous price 
for some extremely peculiar arrangements on 
the docks of the nation’s busiest harbor. Busi­ 
ness enterprise has some questions to answer.

I cite one brilliant example of the 
double skip, the ability 
to talk I 
plentifully but not to answer the 
question: 
“Sen. Ferguson—Might I ask a 
question there? Did you intend to 
influence the people in the State 
Department? 
“Mr. Lattimore — The program 
of the Institute of Pacific Rela­ 
tions was perfectly clear, senator. 
I was to make available on the 
market, the market of ideas, the 
most accurate information that it 
could assemble on the subject of 
the Far East, so that those who 
were interested could use that in­ 
formation as they themselves saw 
best. 
“The Chairman — Now, I would 
like to have you answer the ques­ 
tion. 
“Sen. Ferguson — Answer my 
question: Did you intend to in­ 
fluence the State Department? 
“Mr. Lattimore — We intended 
to contribute to the general fund 
of knowledge about the F ar East. 
Any question of a particular intent 
to interest the State Department as 
a 
policy-making organ of t h e 
government was, to the extent of 
my 
knowledge, 
never 
dreamed 
of.” 


THE 
MCCARRAN 
committee 
established that it was the purpose 
and activity of the Institute of i 


Pacific Relations to influence the 
Far Eastern policy of the State 
Department and its implementa­ 
tion. 
Owen Lattimore was editor of 
“ Pacific 
Affairs.” the 
principal 
publication of the I.P H. Together 
w-ith E. C. Carter. Frederick Van­ 
derbilt Field and. for a period, 
Joseph Barnes, he was a power­ 
ful figure in this international or­ 
ganization. 
Lattimore’s bravado broke down 
after E. C. Carter’s barn at Lee. 
Massachusetts, was raided and the 
files found were taken to Washing­ 
ton. Those files contained 
thou­ 
sands of documents, some of con­ 
siderable significance in the de­ 
velopment of the great American 
tragedy, our China policy. 
Until these files were examined, 
little confirmatory evidence 
was 
available to show the extent of 
the I.P.R.’s activities. The 
files 
disclosed the entire story. 
No one has denied the authentic­ 
ity of these files or of any docu­ 
ment taken from them, and no 
one could, because the files con­ 
tained original documents, some 
typewritten, 
some 
in longhand, 
some with marginal notes. 


AT ONE POINT, Lattimore said, 
“ Am I a citizen of America, or a 
subject of Czechoslovakia or Fran­ 
co Spain? Am I expected to run 
around snooping on 
my 
fellow 
citizens?” 
“Sen. O’Conor . . . That state­ 
ment is entirely unnecessary. The 
question of Sen. Ferguson did not 
call for any such outburst as that. 
Now’, will you kindly confine your­ 
self to the question that is asked, 
and I think if it is answered in the 
same manner in which the ques­ 
tion is asked, there will be no 
difficulty.” 
This sort of thing went on for 
days. In spite of an obvious effort 
to confuse the committee, Latti­ 
more contradicted himself. It is 
on the basis of these contradic­ 
tions, carefully culled 
from 
the 
record, that the McCarran com­ 
mittee cited Ow*en Lattimore to the 
attorney general for perjury. 
Attorney 
General 
McGranery 
put a staff to work on the record, 
with the result that some of the 
contradictions, the ones w’hich in 
the view of the government’s law­ 
yer wrere not lapses of memory, 
but deliberate 
falsehoods, 
were 
placed before the Federal Grand 
Jury in Washington for an indict­ 
ment. That Grand Jury heard a 
number of witnesses and voted the 
indictment unanimously. 
That does not establish 
Owen 
Lattimore’s guilt. It merely gives 
him his day in court where he 
may, 
if he 
can, disprove the 
charges. However, a case such as 
this, if properly handled in the 
courts, can open many doors which 
are now closed.

MEANY LET it be known that 
he wanted to see Sen.

It can expect from Gen. Eisen­ 
hower precisely what it can get 
from Sen.

HOWEVER, there has never been 
any insinuation that Sen. Taft's 
own bailiwick—the U. S. Senate— 
w’ould be invaded by Gen. Eisen­ 
hower.

IT W’AS OBVIOUS that he didn’t 
want government interference in 
these negotiations with Taft, for 
Meany had not waited for Martin 
Durkin to set up this conference. 
Nor had Meany many specific 
suggestions. The AFL leaders want­ 
ed the Taft-Hartley law changed 
so that it put equal weight on the 
employers as well as the unions.
